I notice in this mornine’s Courier's editorial cot
lu‘pondt nee, the lellowing paragrophs from hia
visit to Fort Erie, to wit:—

We conversed with an officer on duty, who anxlonsly
inquired whether theie waa no probab.e chance of hav-
mg aflght wlihthe Fenlans, Above all things he de-
sired to meot in & falr le.d, with bullets or bayonets, nn
equal number of Fenlans, 11 this opportunity cou d be
offered, he was willlng to leave the arullery oul of the
question.

Now, sir, as the offioer's name was not glven, and
desirous 10 aceommodate the Queaul;orow with a
fight, I respectiully nddress you on subject. As
commander of the Itish army in this eity [ nocept
